Bripesrort (Cal.,) Nov. 80. —[By the 
Associated Press.| The grand jury has 


rendered a lengthy report of its inves- 


tigation of the death of Ah Quong Tia, 
the Chinese who was tortured and cut 
to pleces by Indians. Ah Quong Tia 
was charged by the Coroner’s juty with 
the murder of ‘‘Poker Tom,” an, Indian, 
who was found cut to pieces. 

T he report says thatthe justices of 
the, peace discharged Ah Quong from 
custody when the evidence was suffi- 
cient to hold him, and that the pros- 
ecuting attorney did not object when 
counsel for the defense moved for dis- 
missal against the defendant's wish, 
well knowing that his client would be 
murdered if he were left unprotected. 

The report finds that when the defend- 
ant was discharged the court refused 
to give him protection, but left the 
courtroom and announced the result of 
the examination on the street. Thtee- 
or four Indians then rushed into the 
courtroom and seized Ah Quong, took 


| him to the outskirts of the town aad 


cut him to pieces alive. The shefiff 
had positive knowledge of what was 
about to occur, but refused to protect 
the victim unless, paid for it. e In- 
dians, who were from the Government 
reservation at Walker Lake, Név., wére 
encouraged in their criminal act and 
abetted by some citizens of the town. 
The report concludes: ce ot- 
ficers of this town utterly failed in 
their duty and have thereby caused a 
cloud of shame and disgrace to hang 
over our people.”’ 

The action of the Deputy District At- 
torney is also severely condemned. 
Ah Quong was born: in California and 


was consequently: a eftizen of the United 
States.

Pearl freshened, but the fight pro- 
gressed slowly until the twenty-fifth 
round, when Benny started in and 
punched him about the ring with blows 
on the head until Pearl fell. He re- 
fused to come to time for the next 
round and the fight was given to Benny.

Settlers are arming themselves, as 
they fear a raid from the Indians,

THE NEW YORK FAILURE. 


More Charges of Crookedness Made 
Against the Bankers. 


An Order for Their Arrest Issued—The 
Elder Field Having Transferred 
His Property Takes to 
His Bed Very 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
New York, Nov, 30.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| There was no material 
change in the aspect of affairs in the 
office of the suspended firm of Field, 
Lindley, Wichers & Co. this morning. 
Assignee Gould said that the statement 
that he had given any information 
about crooked work toa reporter was 
untrue. He had sought in vain for as- 
sets, but was unable to find enough to 
pay the clerk. There was no bank ac- 
count whatever, and only a faint hope 
remained with him that there might be 
some call loans belonging to the firm, 
upon which he might be able to realize 
something to defray the necessary ex- 
penses. 

A number of innocent holders of 
the Union Pacific stock disposed of by 
the firm held a meeting this’ morning 
and drafted a petition'to the Commit- 
tee on Securities of the Stock Exchange 
requesting them to rescind their action 
making the stock non-deliverable, at 
the request of a representative of the 
Union Pacific Company. This was 
done, and the stock can now be handled 
on the Exchange. 
a number of bonds whose ownership is 
likely to have to be eettiea in the 
courts. 

Assignee Gould admits that there 
have been crooked transactions, but at- 
tributes it all to Field, and says that he 
is confident his partners knew nothing 
about it. He says Mr. Lindley could 
have handled all these bonds on the 
Stock Exchange without knowing their 
history. He denied having had a con- 
ference with Cyrus W. Field with refer- 
ence to helping his son, but thought he 
would naturally come to his aid. 

Cyrus W. Field has transferred his 
property, consisting of two parcels on 
the southeast corner of Lexington 
avenue and Twenty-first street in this 
city, to Isabella F. Judson, of Irvington, 
N. Y., for $120,000. 

Dr. Fuller, who is attending Cyrus 
W. Field, this morning said that he is 
still very much prostrated and has 
great bodily weakness.. Strict quiet is 
necessary. 

Counsel for R. E. Deitz & Co., manu-

The County Jail, sita- 
ated in the very center of the city, was 
surrounded by a mob of 300 infuriated 
people shortly before midnight tonight, 
thirsting for the life of Charles Bir- 
sow, a ravisher, confined within its 
walls. The man is an all-around crim- 
inal, and this latest crime was an out- 
rageous assanuit ona little girl named 
Blanche Staton, 7. years of age. 

The jail isa flimsy old structure, easily 
entered, but the mob got no further 
than the strong doors in the office.

BUILDINGS WRECKED. 


Mysterious Explosion at Manchester, 
England. 


Several Persons Killed and Many Others 
Maimed—Three Buildings Wrecked 
—The Ruins Immediately Be- 

come a Mass of Flames. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Mancuester (England,) Nov. 30.— 
[By Cable and Associated Press.}| A. 
mysterious explosion occurred in the 
market at Blackburn, a place thirty 
miles from here, this morning by which 
three ‘buildings were completely, de- 
molished. It is feared that at least 
twenty persons were killed. ‘The num- 
ber of injured is not known, but must be 
large. 

A later dispatch says that before the 
police could make a thorough search for 
the dead the ruins, which had caught 
fire, were a mass ofcflames, which ren- 
It is pretty 
certain that any dead in the ruins will 
be burned beyond recognition. Six 
persons received serious injury in the 
explosion, but itis difficult at present 
to estimate the number of dead. Later 
and more conservative estimates place 
the loss of life at ten. 

The explosion shook the whole center 
of the town. Hundreds of windows 
were smashed and the buildings in the 
market place were shaken to their 
foundations. The first impression of 
the inhabitants of the town was that the 
place had been visited by an earthquake 
and great excitement prevailed. When 
the cause of the shock was known and 
it was learned that many people were 
in the Crown Hotel, the alarm of the 
citizens was much intensified. Exag- 
gerated’ reports were circulated as to 
the number of deaths. At a late hour 
tonight members of the fire brigade are 
still “energetically digging in the ruins.

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
affirming the judgment and order of the 
trial court inthe case of Lyman Allen 
et al. (respondents) vs. the San José 
Land and Water Company and Henry 
Dobbs (appellants) was received from 
headquarters yesterday by Deputy 
Clerk Culp for filing in this city. 

This was an appeal from a judgment 
upon the pléadings rendered for plain- 
tiffs and perpetually enjoining defend- 
ants from laying water pipes across 
plaintiffs’ land. Justice Garoutte in 
his opinion says: . ‘‘The principal ques- 
tion in this case is whether an easement 
to run water o¥er plaintiff's land in an 
open ditch is satisfied by carrying the 
; Water in a closed pipe laid on the bot- 
tom of such ditch and then covered to 
the depth of thirteen inches with dirt, 
provided that such change in the ease- 
ment would benefit the servient estate 
and convenience the dominant estate.”’ 
After citing a number of authorities on 
the subject the Court conciudes as fol- 
lows: ‘‘We believe the threatened al- 
teration by defendants in the mode of 
using the easement is of such a substan- 
tial character as to be withont the terms 
of its implied grant and tends to the

At the Beck of a Crazy Man, 

If the New York Herald’s cablegram 
from Paris is worthy of belief, Germany 
isina bad way. Emperor William is 
represented to be ‘‘at sixes and sevens”’ 
in his upper story—not crazy enough to 


be shut up in a mad-house, but alto- 


gether too crazy to have supreme con- 
trol ofthe destinies of a great nation. 
Of course we must make some allow- 
ance for a story of this kind which 
comes from France, because the French 
people are notoriously prejudiced 
against Germany, and they see nearly 
everything Teutonic. through green 
glasses. But, if the case should be ac- 
tually as represented, we would not be 
apt to get a full and impartial report of 
it from German sources... It would be 
worth all of a German subject’s life and 
fortunes to send or even allow ‘sucha 
dispatch to go forth from the fatner- 
land.

isasmall lady bug of a bright blue 


color, Another, a little larger, is. of 
steel blue. spotted with red. A third, 
called Leis conformis, is yellow, with 
black spots, and closely resembles the 
| lady bug native to this country. This 
one is an enemy of the wooly aphis, a 
parasite very destructive to deciduous 
trees. There are two other little bugs 
among the strangers, the character of 
which is not yet known. 

Unfortuhately out of the whole con- 
signment of 2000 bugs, only twenty- 
eight reached here alive—six of the 
small blue, eight or nine of the steel 
blue an@ one of the Leis conformia. It 
is possible that some of the larva may 
hatch out and me to perpetuate the 
stock.

Impressive Rites Honor of Arch- 
bishop Kendrick. | 


St. Louis Thronged with Prelates of the 
Catholic Church—A Procession and 
Pontifical Mass—Banquet 

and Speeches.

St. Louis, Nov. 80.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Just fifty years ago Peter 
Richard Kendrick was* consecrated a 
bishop of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Today his golden jubilee was celebrated 
with great pomp. Only once before has 
the golden jubilee of a bishop been cel- 
ebrated—that of John McHale, Arch- 
bishop of Tuam, Ireland, eleven years 
ago. It is evident that the event is so 
rare that the whole world is interested 
in it, and in this case itis not simply 
because such celebrations are infre- 
quent, but because Archbishop Kendrick 
has filled these fifty years with useful- 


‘ness and good, and were it not for the 


fact that on a notable occasion he in- 


curred the displeasure of the Holy See. 


by boldly declaring his unbelief in the 
infallibility of the Pope he would now 
be a prince of the church. 

The grand pontifical mass, commemo- 
rative of the occasion, began at 9 
o’clock in the historic old cathedral on 
Walnut street, leading representatives 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchy in the 
United States officiati ‘The jubilee 
sermon was delivered by Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia.— 


- Archbishop Ryan in the course of his 


sermon reviewed the life of Archbishop 
Kendrick in all its phases, religious, 
business and charitable, and spoke of 
his great sanctity and fortitude. 


Preceding the mass there was an 


impressive procession from the Ca-|- 


thedral parish school, situated next 
to the church, to the main entrance of 
the Cathedral. In the. march out from 
the yard and up the steps of the church 
the venerable Archbishop walked under 
a canopy which was carried. by attend- 
ants. The mass,,which was’ most im- 
pressive and elaborate, was celebrated 
by Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop

Its Workings During the Year—Carriers's 
Claims for Overtime.

that the number of free delivery offices 
at the close of the fiscal year was 519, 
an increase of sixty-five over the pre-.

The num- 
ber of carriers was 10,180, an increase. 
of 1064 during the year. ‘The number 
of pieces of mail handled was 8, 606,- -

Pointed Out.

A Factory to be Established for Making 
Boxes—Work to Begin at Once 
on the Beet Lines—Brief 
News of Interest. 


San Bernardino county has added to its 
already diversified industries a mill for the 
conversion of the timber on the mountains 
into boxes.

A Spirited Competition for Cal- 
ifornia Excursion Business, 


To be. Another Through Line of 
Tourist Sleeping Cars. 


Ticket Commissions to b3 Resumed 
by the Burlington. 


The Fresno Shops—Cut Rates to Eastern 
Points—The Southern Pacific's 
Taxes—Genheral and Local 
Railroad News, 


The excursion business to California 
is becoming so” important a factor in: 
trunk line traffic as to demand the seri- 
ous consideration of many general pas- 
senger agents. People will come to 
California, and the selection of the 
route hither will be influenced by the 
advantages which the competing roads 
can offer. The most comforts and the 
fewest changes of cars are items which 
have much to do with catching the trav- 
elers, be they male or female, .exper- 
ienced or ‘‘green.’’ Through sleeping 
cars, especially of the ‘‘tourist’’ kind, 
are growing in popularity and number, 
and several lines of them are being run 


daily and periodically between 


Now 
the Vanderbilt lines, which have grown 
so rich as to find it unneces- 
sary to offer extraordinary inducements 
to secure travel, are figuring on catch- 
ing some of the California business, 
which hitherto has escaped them.

One San Francisco scalper dares the 
Interstate Commerce Commission spot- 
ter by proclaiming cut rates to Eastern 
cities amounting to as much as $2 ona 
ticket. 

- With the inauguratiou of the fast 
train service on the Colorado Midland 
the Santa Fé will run through cars be- 
tween Chicago and San Francisco by 
that route, which will give that road a 


second through line to the Pacific Coast. 


At Sacramento, Saturday, the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company paid to 
Controller Colgan $257,261.82. This 
is the first installment for taxes for the 
following? roadsj California Pacific, 
Central Pacific, Northern Railway Com- 
pany, Northern California,’ Southern 
Pacific and South Pacific Coast. 

It is stated that nearly all of the new 
roadbed of the Southern Pacific line in 
Arizona--about twenty-six miles in the 
Gila Valley—is graded and ready for the 
rails. Chief Engineer Hood of that 


of this piece of road on higher ground 
has effectually placed it above the reach 
of floods. 

The Executive Committee of the San 
Francisco Traffic Association held a pro- 
longed discussion, at the last meeting, 
over plans by which similar associa- 
tions in interior towns might coéperate 
with the San Francisco organization. 
A number of plans were proposed, but 
were disapproved as being not snitable, 
and the matter will be taken up again. 

General Passenger Agent Eustis, of 
the Burlington: road, said yesterday: 
“Weare on the point of giving flotice 
of a resumption of commission paying 
in all Eastern territory, but we shall 
give the Board of Rulings one last 
chance to redeem its promises. If it 
fails to do so we shall be obliged to pro- 
tect ourselves.’’ It is Mr. Eustis who is 
accused of giving the evidence upon 
which so many Lake Shore ticket agents 
were discharged for receiving commis- 
sions from outside roads. 


Work will be commenced on a railroad 


within fifteen months from January Ist 
next. Itis intended to begin work at 
both ends of the line. The Southern 
Pacific will not be interested in the 
road, and it will be operated by an inde- 
pendent company, which has not yet 
been incorporated. Encouraging news 
has been received from Europe with re- 
gard to the probability of disposing of 
bonds of the road. A subsidy of $3800.,- 
000 will be required from Humboldt 
county. 

The Fresno Republican says that a 
few weeks ago. the committee of 300 
of Tulare notified the Southern Pacific 
people that by the following Tuesday 
night the Chinese section hands would 
have to be dispensed with or there 
would be trouble. On the Tuesday 
‘afternoen indicated the Souttrern ~Pati- 
fic Company had packed up its division 
headquarters and before the sun set the 
train carrying the effects was on its 
way to Fresno. The moving has been 
going on steadily ever since. Saturday 
a long train reached that city bringing 
the machinery of the repair shop and 
supplies.

The rise and 
progress of the city is shown from the 
time—only a short ten years ago—when 
the county was covered mainly with 
large Spanish grants, upon which cattle 
grazed and sheep browsed; when the 
traveler could ride for halfa day in 
many directions without encountering 
any sign of civilization; when farm 
houses were few and far between, and 
the main industries were the production 


of Los Angeles in the county were few 
and very small; when most of our fruits 
were imported from the North; when 
the only line of railroad to thewZast ran 
by way of San Francisco; when the 
population of the city was only 11,000. 
and of the whole county outside—which 
then included what is now Orange 
county—only 22,000. Today we have 
in the county, not including Orange. 
considerably over 100,000 popula- 
tion, and within the citv limits at 
least 55,000, placing Los Angeles in 
the position of the second city in the 
State. Ascore of flourishing towns, 
with populations of several thousand 
apiece, have sprung up in places where 
not a house stood ten yearsago. Where, 
in 1881, sheep and cattle ranged are 
now seen orchards of oranges, lemons, 
olives, apricots, peaches, walnuts, and 
vineyards of choice wine, raisin and 
table grapes, the product of which finds 
ready sale in every quarter of the 
globe. Over 10,000,000 fruit trees 
are now growing in the county, and our 


geles county will this season to 
500,000 boxes. The assessed value of 
the city’s wealth has increased seven 
fold, and the banks of the county hold 
deposits tothe amountof $12,000,000. 
A large and beautiful city has grown 
up within these ten years, and chiefly 
within the past five. In place of muddy: 
highways we have graded and paved 
streets; in place of one-story adobe 
structures we have magnificent business 
blocks and public buildings that would 


largest cities of the country; in place of 
afew modest cottages we have hun- 
dreds of beautiful private residences, i 
costing from $10,000 upwards; in 
place of'a few miles of howrse-car line, 
carrying passengers every twenty 
minutes or 80, we have one of the finest 
cable railroads in the United States, 
with nearly fifty miles of track, costing 
$2,000,000, and an electric system 
which, when completed, will be as long. 
Eleven lines of railroad center here; 
electric lights turn night into day: 
over a thousand manufacturing estab- 
lishments, great and small, are busy; 
two handsome theaters furnish a con- 
stant round of entertainment, and, dur- 
ing the winter season, a dozen large 
hotels throughout the county are 
crowded with guests from all parts of 
the world. 


The progress of Los Angeles during 
the past ten years, as recorded in these 


blind who does not see that this pro- 
gress has but just begun. With more 
fruit trees planted during the past 
twelve months than were growing a 
year ago; with nine-tenths of our 
markets yet untouched; with hundreds 
of thousands of fertile acres within the 
county yet unimproved, it needs no high 
order of propbetic vision to see in the 
Los Angeles of 1900 a city thrice as 
large, thrice as populous and thrice as 
wealthy dsthatoftoday. Unless there 
should come some unforeseen cata- 
clysm of nature, changing the entire 
conditions of this region, Los Angeles 
will, at the end of this decade, contain a 
population of 150,000 and the county 
one of 500,000, while Tuz Times wii! 
printevery day in the year as many 
copies as it does of this annual number. 
which we now present to an intelligent 
and discriminating public. 


The change in the appearance of Los 
Angeles during the past ten years has 
been so remarkable that persons who 
visited it then and who return now can 
scarcely recognize it as the same city. 
In 1881 the Spanish quarter, with its 
low, one-story adobe houses, was stil! 
an important part of thecity, and adobe 
houses and stores were numerous else- 
where. The residences were nearly all

Where 
the Nadeau Hotel now stands was a 
German butcher shop, in an adobe 
building, back of which was a_ horse 
corral and hay yard. Adjoining on 
Spring street on the south was a plan- 
ing mill. Spring street, south of First, 
had more bare lots than residences and 
no stores, for business had not then be- 
gun to move so far south. Property on 
Spring street, between First and Sec- 
ond, was sold at $150 a foot, which 
was considered a very high price. At 
two other corners of First and Spring 
were a saloon and a coal-yard. The 
Wilcox Block on North Spring, where 
Jevne’s grocery now is, was the only 
good business building on Spring street. 
Where the Phillips Block now stands 
was an old one-story adobe building 
used as a city jail. 


COL. D. BAKER. 


An Affeetionate Tribute ‘to the 
Grand Old Hero. 


How His Voice Was Raised for the 
Cause of Freedom 


And How His Sword Was as Ready 
as His Voice. 


A Glance at an Episode in California's 
Karly History—The Oration Over 
Senator Broderick’'s 

Body. 


A movement is now in progress to 
raise a monument to the memory of Col. 
E. D. Baker, one of the brightest and 
most patriotic figures that grace the 
pages of American history. The follow- 
ing sketch of Baker's life and charac- 
ter, written by Edward-B. werome, cap- 
tain and aide-de-camp on Baker's staff 
and nowsecretary of the Monument As- 
sociation, is therefore very appro- 
priate: 


Col. E. D. Baker, who was killed at Balls’s 
Bluff, was of English birth, but with his 
parents came to this country when he was 4 
years of age. His father was a manof edu- 
cation and refinement; his mother—a sister. 
of Capt. Thomas Dickinson of the British 

nayy. He found astopping place first in 
Philadelphia, but in 1825 the elder Baker, 
impelled by that restless spirit of adven- 
re and enterprise which seems the her- 
itage of the race, turned his face to the 
sunset and journeyed until, tired of wan- 
dering, he rested inthe rich valley of the 
Wabash; only a little while he tarried ahd 
then--on to St. Clair, Ill. His son, Edward, 
a handsome lad of 17, by the grace and dig- 
nity of his bearing and by his personal 
beauty, became a_ general favorite in 
the best society there; he was well re- 
ceived in the family of Gov. Edwards, a 
magnificent old gentleman in high-topped 
boots and ruffied wrist-bands, who added to 
acharacter of generosity and executive 
ability the grand signeur airs of the old 
school. Young Baker availed himself with 
avidity of the treasfires of the old Govern- 
or’s library; he was a ravenous reader with 
a rare memory—one of those kind wax to 
receive and marble to retain. 

It was here that he laid the foundation of 
his future; soon after, moving to Carrol- 
ton in the same State, he was admitted to 
the bar at the age 06 19, and speedily be- 
came locally famous. In 1837, when Dan 
Stone, the member of the Illinois Legisla- 
ture who joined Abraham Lincoln in what 
his opponents styled the ‘abolition pro: 
test,’’ resigned his seat to accept a place on 
the Supreme bench, Baker was elected to 
fill the vacancy and thereafter reélected. 
He was subsequently State Senator from 
1840 to 1844, at which time he was elected 
to Congress from the Sangamon District. 
While serving there with distinction the 
Mexican war broke out, and, though op. 
posed to its inception, the call of his coun- 
try wasthen, as afterward, imperative to 
him. There was something in his veins that 
would not let him be quiet when fighting 
was going on. He hadsome little experience 
in the Biack Hawk war with Lincoln, Rob- 
ert Anderson and Jeff Davis, who were 
there. He hurried home to Illinois, raised 
a regiment and went to the war; upon his 
arrival at Matamoras he was sent back as a 
bearer of dispatches. When he came to 
Washington (Congress being in session), he 
availed himself of his privilege as a mem. 
ber of,the House to argue ina speech of 
great fire and force the cause of the volun- 
teers, resigned his seat and then returned 
to the front. He wasthere in time to share 
in the victory at Vera Cruz, and went to 
the interior with the main body of Scott's 
army. When Shields fell at Cerro Gordo, 
Baker, without an instant’s hesitation or 
confusion, assumed command and magnifi- 
cently stormed the heights. 

After the war he returned to Illinois, and 
finding that his friend Abraham. Lincoln 
had been elected to fill the vacancy in Con- 
gress caused by his resignation, went to- 
the Galena District, and ina tew months 
had so won the hearts of the people there, 
that they sent him to Congress, although 
he was a Whig, and the district was largely 
Democratic. 

He served his last term in Congress with 
great industry, his principal oratorical 
effort being the pathetic and musical 
eulogy on the death of his old commander, 
Gen. Taylor, who went from the White 
House to heaven. Declining a reélection, 
his restless, impatient nature carried him 
to the Isthmus of Panama, in connection 
with the construction of the railroad—but 
in the depths of the matted rankness of the 
forest, on the humid banks of the sluggish 
rivers, lying in the night in the tangled 
luxuriance of the wilderness, he was at- 
tacked with Panama fever, and his brother,

Among the 
lawyers of, California Baker easily took the 
-lead. The astonishing ease and fluency of 
his diction and his marvelous quickness of 
apprehension, rendered pleadings 
models of perspicuity and force, without 
verbiage or ornament. 

He was popular in California in spite of 
his politics, and as years passed on the 
North became divided on the terribly per- 
plexing question of slavery.in the Terrt- 
tories. Broderick, one of the truest dia. 
monds that ever existed in the rough, bat- 
tled with unavailing pluck for what he 
deemed the right; but his ticket was de- 
feated, and he was bullied into the folly 
that his better judgement condemned—and 
was slain. 

By common consent Baker was the fun- 
eral orator. Oh! ye old Californians, do 
you not remember that day when ye stood 
in the plaza with uncpvered heads and 
tearful eyes and listened to that speech? 

‘The last word must be spoken, and the 
imperious mandate of death must be ful. 
filled—thus, oh, brave heart. we bear thee 
tothy rest. Thus, surrounded by tens of 
thousands, we leave thee to the equal 
grave."’ 

“As in life, no other voice among us rang 
its trumpet blast upon the ear of free man; 
so in death, its echoes will reverberate 
amidst our mountdins and in our valleys 
until truth and valor cease to appeal to the 
human heart. 
and fareweil.”’ 

After Broderick’s death Baker, as if to 
free himself from the haunting presence 
of Terry's unatoned crime, went to Oregon. 
Through a combination of circumstances 
he was elected to the United States Senate ; 
coming to California on his way to the Cap- 
itol he was received atthe boat by a vast 
concourse of his admirers and conveyed to 
the American Theater. where a magnificent 
audience had assembled to hear him speak.

self anew to freedom and to his country in 
these words of exquisite melody : 

“And if from the far Pacific a voice 
feebler than the feeblest murmur upon its 
shore may be heard to give you courage and 
hope in this contest, that voice is yours to- 
day—and if a man whose hair is gray, who 
is well-nigh worn out in the battle and toil

It was fully twenty minutes after the 
regular hour of. meeting before the City 
Council was called to order bv Presi- 
dent Bonsall yesterday morning, and 
even then the members of that body 
evinced no desire to rush matters. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of. the report of the City 
Tax and License Collector showing the 
collection-ef $255,487.84 as taxes for 
the fiscal year 1891-92, up to and in- 
cluding Wednesday November 25, was 
read and referred to the. City Anditor. 

The joint report of the Chief of Po- 
lice and License Collector, showing the 
sale of thirty-four wagon numbers, was 
also referred to the Auditor. 

The report of the City Auditor, show- 
ing the condition of the funds for the 
month ending October 31 last was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee, as 
were also those of the same official con- 
firming the monthly reports of the 
various city officers for October and 
showing the condition of the funds for 
the week ending November 21. 

The report of the City Attorney was 
read and the various routine matters 
were disposed of. In regard to the 


street sprinkling contract, the attorney 


reported: ‘I have prepared a sprink- 
ling tontract according to instructions, 
but I understand from members of the 
Couneil that there are some additional 
clauses which will be required, and 
therefore advise that the matter be re- 
ferred to a special committee in con- 
nection with the City Attorney to draft 
a contract.’ Referred to Board of Pub- 
lic Works with instructions to report 
at the afternoon session. 

The Finance Committee presented its 
report, and the various recommenda- 
tions were adopted. 


COUNCILMAN, REES ON THE MAYOR. 


» At this juncture Councilman Rees 
arose to a question of privilege, and 
stated that asthe Mayor had seen fit to 
make a. personal attack upon him, he 
considered that he was entitled to 
another showing. The Mayor’s reply 
to the speaker's criticism of his mes- 
sage last week, stripped of its redun- 
dant verbiage and self-laudation, might 
be stated thus: 


He was nota member of the Park Com- 
mission Séptember, 1890, and did net ap- 
rove the Chase demand. He had theright 
o draw $25 from the emergency fund be- 
cause the expenses of himself and wife to 
Sacramento and back amounted to $133. 
It must have been an emergency within the 
meaning of the law because no objection 
was raised by the City Clerk and Treasurer. 
The claim of O'Melveny & Henning should 
have been — notwithstanding he had 
not been authorized to engage them at the 
city’s expense. He had deemed it wise to 
hire them and that should be sufficient. It 
was right for him to draw $54 out of the 
emergency fund, although a violation of 
the law, because he could not be expected 
to humble himself suMiciently to ask the 
Council to advance a sum to cover this ex- 
pense, which he was daily expecting. 
I think I have laid the Mayor under great 
obligation to me for affording him an op- 
rtunity to rehearse, like an Indian brave. 
is deeds of valor and acts of charity. I 
charged him with 
being a member of the Park Commission in 
September, 1890. But he concedes that 
the Chase contract was begun while he was 
a member of the Board, and claims that 
Chase was notified that only $300 worth of 
work was ordered by that contract. Thecon- 
tract was only verbal and no requisition was 
peer. so if the Mayor's statement is true 
8 proves thatin this matter he was guilty 
of a more flagrant breach of the law than 


this Council. Why did not the Board pay 
Mr. Chase $300 when that amount 
of work was done? The Mayor says 


that was the understanding. Evident- 
ly because his contract was, not 
finished. Hehad agreed to do a certain 
amount of work and they would not pay 
him until it was completed. The work 
amounted to $953, and the charter re- 
quired that bids. be advertised for, but they 
did not comply with the law, and Mayor 
The fact of the Park 
Commissioners organizing under the State 
law, subsequent to the letting of that ver- 
bal contract, didnot legalize their illegal 
act committed prior thereto. The State 
law empowered the board to suspend the 
park fund without Council's permission, 
then why did they not pay that demand 
without asking permission of the Council? 
Evidently because the verbal contract was 
entered into before they began to operate 
under the State law, and the Mayor was in 
a hole when he approved the demand; al- 
though he is too stubborn to admit it. 

The Mayor says (referring to me,) ‘‘to 
deny him the right to dealin fiction would 
be torob him of his stock in trade.’ I 
propose to show that His Honor is a whole- 
sale dealerin fiction. Let us see how great 
and sudden the emergency was for him to 
get that $25 togo toSacramento. January 


$1 he was. conyinced that it was his duty to

When he 
catches my wife and myself riding to Sacra- 
mento and back on a free pass I will agree 
to place twice the amount of the fare in the 
treasury ofthe Orphans’ Home. I believe 
ontwo occasionsI have taken lunch at the 
city’s expense, when the members of the 
Council, newspaper representatives and a 
number of civil engineers took a trip to in- 
spect the sewer route. Fifty cents will 
more than pay for all the lunchesI have 
had at the expense of the city, and thé 
Mayor knows that the bills for the lunches 
and wagon hire on those occasions were 
presented in a proper manner, and no at- 
tempt was made to smuggle the money out 
of the emergency fund. 

As to the $54 illegally drawn by the 
Mayor from the emergency fuud, May 19, 
I beg to inform His Honor that this Council 
was in session the day before, and, if re- 
quested, could on that day have provideda 
sum inthe regular way to meet the ex- 
pected demands for jury fees, and further, 
ifan emergency requires it, a meeting of 
the Council can be calledin one hour. The 


Mayor claims that the Council authorized 


him to hire O'Melveny & Henning by refer. 
ring this matter to him. I challenge him 
to show where this Council referred the 
case tohim. He took it voluntarily, and 
he, being a lawyer, the members of the 
Council thought he wanted an opportunity 
to again display his forensic force, and 
would therefore conduct the case himself. 
The Herald of November 5 reported that 
Mayor Hazard had stated that he had paid 
these attorneys their fee himself, but Mr. 
Henning told me only last Saturday that 
the fee was yet unpaid, so that was another 
bit of ficion, 

Icannot recall a single message in which 
he did not, either by innuendo or crafty 
manipulation of words, distort and miscon- 
strue the facts, so as to cast discredit on 
others and promote his own aggrandize- 
ment. He is prolific in subtle resources : 
and never short of asubterfuge. In his 
last veto message he says: ‘“‘I return con- 
tract with F. Chenowith unsigned because 
it provides for payment for grading this 
street out of the general fund.’’ He knew 
very well that the contract was only for 
placing gravel on a twenty-foot strip on 
Central avenue, and not for grading in the 
legal acceptation of that term. If His 
Honor imagines that I have been uafair in 
my criticisms I shall have to attribute it to 
the dangerous precedents established by 
himself. As the Mayor possesses many 
qualities which I admire, I trust the occa- 
rovoke me to 
repeat the unpleasant. task I have now as- 
sumed. Let His Honor first pull the beam 
out of his own eye, etc., and also remember 
that ‘‘kind words awaken kind echoes.” : 

The Mayor is so fond of publicity that I 
am sure he will be glad to have his namie go 
rolling down the ages in song and story. I 
have therefore penned a few lines which I | 
dedicate to him, as the prince of romaricers 
and champion vetoist.

THE NEW POLICE STATION. 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
reported as follows: 

It being the sense of this body that the 
building on Second street, known as the 
old City Hall, or police station, should be 
sold, and that a new building should be 
constructed on the city property on the 
north side of the City Hall, we recommend 
that the City Attorney be instructed to pre- 
pare an ordinance to sell at public auction 
the said property on Second street, and 
that the City Clerkebe instructed to adver- 
tise for plans and specifications to construct 
apolice Station on the city property on 
Broadway, ag balding to cost not to ex- 
ceed $60,00 

mcuitaens Bonsail resigned the chair 
temporarily in favor of Councilman 
Summerland for the purpose of speak- 
ing.on the subject. Hestated that he 
could not see the advantage to be 
gained by making such a change at 
present, but did not base his objections 
upon that fact so much as upon the fact 
that the matter had never been prop- 
erly brought before the Council by the 
Board of Police Commissioners, to 
which it rightly belonged. This matter 
had apparently originated with the 
Committee on Public “Buildings, and the 
proper course out to have been taken. 

Councilman Tufts stated that the gen- 
tleman was in error in stating that this 
matter originated with the committee. 

“It started with a motion in this Council 
to refer the matter to this committee, 
and it has reported todav. The Police 
Commissioners have been urging upon 


this Council to take this action time and 


again. We shall shortly havé to spend 
$5000 on that Second street station to 
fititup. The grand jury, as you are 
aware, have condemned that building, 
and something has got to be done. The 
City Jail isa disgrace to the city. A 
man should not be punished till he has 
been convicted of some crime, and it is 
a punishmentto arrest a man and throw 
him in that prison.’’ 

President Bonsall admitted that all 
that the gentleman had said may be 
true, but the only point he made was 
that the demand for this building should 
come from the Police Commissioners 
before anything was done by the 
Council. 

Councilman Tufts replied that it was 
amatter of notoriety that the grand 
jury would act upon -the matter and 


}that somethifg should be done right 


away. 
Councilman Summerland remarked, 
from the chair that the receiving hos- 


| pital was a disgrace to this city.

Councilman Nickell said that he was 
very much opposed to incurring big ex- 
penses like this uitil the Council knew 
how it was going to meet them. There 
had certainly not been any provision 
made in the estimate for any expendi- 
ture of the kind. He suggested that. 
the matter be referred to some commit- 
tee for the purpose of negotiating a sale 
of the old building before going ahead 
any further. 

President Bonsall reiterated his re- 
marks about the point he raised, but 
further debate was. interrupted by 
Councilman Tufts, who introduced Po- 
lice Commissioner T. A. Lewis. 

' That gentleman said that it was a 
well-known fact that something had to 
be done in the near future to provide 
the Police Department with suitable 
quarters, those at present in use being 
totally inadequate to meet their require- 
ments. At its meeting on Tuesday. last 
the Board had heartily indorsed thé res- 
olution of the Council, and he was sur- 
prised that no such, indorsement had 
been transmitted. At present it would 


be utterly impossible to hold desperate } 


and expert criminals in the ‘‘old rattle- 
trap’? that was used asa jail. Promi- 
nent realestate men had assured him 


that the Second , street property was 
worth at least $1000 per front foot, 
and there was about sixty-three feet of 
frontage to it. An extravagant esti- 
mate of the cost of the new buiiding 
placed its cost at $54,000, exclusive of 
steel tanks, which might cost $8000 
extra. 

Councilman Nickell sald that = he 
} thought better of the-scheme after hear- 
ing Mr. Lewis's statement. It was a 
good and feasible one. 

Councilman Innes was in favor of the 
report, especially as a bid to do the 
plumbing for the old City Hall was put 
in the other day at$2600. He thought 
it would be better, however, to defer 
action one week. 

President Bonsall again made his 
point, but Councilmah Tufts stated that 
no committee could do anything further 
with it than had been done by this com- 
mittee. They could not get out of the 
old building till the new one is built, 
nor could they build the new one till the 
old one was sold. The.old building and 
lot will bring somewhere near $70,000, 
and that will pay for the new building. 

Upon his motion the report was 
adopted, President Bonsall alone voting 
negatively. 

BIDS OPENED. 

The following bids were opened and 
referred to the Board of Public Works: 

That 6f D. Mulrein, 124% cents per 
square foot, for sidewalking Flower 
street from Twenty-third to Adams 
street; that of D. F. Donegan, $8.20 
per lineal foot for grading, graveling 
and cobble guttering First street from 
Quebec street to west city limits, and’ 
50 cents for cement curb. 

Those of H. C. Register, $975, for 
constructing a sewer on First street’ 
from Lake Shore to Belmont avenues; 
Frick Bros., $1238.48 for same work, 
and Dodd & O’Gard 92 cents per lineal 
foot for same, were referred to the 
Sewer Committee. 

That of Thomas S. Fuller, at par, for 
$95,000 worth of 5 per cent. . sewer 
bonds, dated July 1, 1890. provided the 
coupons maturing January 1, 1892, are 
attached thereto and included, was fe- 
ferred to the Finance: Committee. 

A report was received from the Com- 
missioners to the effect that at a meet- 
ing of the board, held on November 25, 


the said board recommended that a } 


lease be made with the owners of the 
old Plaza engine-house for five years at 
a rental of $50 per month, as it is 
needed as a chemical engine station, 
and the matter was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

¢ PUSLIC WORKS. . 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works was then taken up as published in 
THe Times Saturday, and proceeded 
j until the matter of proposals for grad- 
ing Pink street, between Beaudry arve- 
nue and Tullucca streets, recommend- 
ing the acceptance of the bid of M. Mc- 
Greal at $6. 60 per lineal foot, was 
reached. 

After some debate upon the question 
Councilman Innes moved that action be 
deferred for one week; but as Con- 
tractor McGreal insisted up the return 
of his check unless action was taken 
immediately, the motion after it had 
been carried was reconsidered, and the 
question as to whether or not the bid 
should be rejected was deferred until 
the afternoon session upon motion. of 
Councilman Nickell. 

Ex-Mayor W. H. Workman ther 
briefly addressed the Council on behalf. 
of the Terminal Railway Company and. 
asked that a small electric light mast, 
be placed at the east end of the First. 


street viaduct, which matter was re- 3 


ferred to the Gas and Light Committee. 


Councilman Innes excused himself-at | 


this juncture and retired. 
PEARL STREET PAVING. 

The third clause of the report of the: 
Board of Public Works was ‘then teat as 
follows: 

In the matter of proposals for paving 
Pear! street with bituminous lime-rock and 
cement concrete base, we refer the matter 
back to the Council without recommenda- 
tion other than that action be deferred one 
week. 

Councilman McGarry moved that the 
bid be rejected and the clerk instructed 
to readvertise, there being a fatal de- 
fect in it on account of the failure of 


the bidder to sign it or fill in the blank }- 


in the indemnity bond. 

After some discussion Richard Gird 
of the Chino ranch was introduced and 
addressed the Council on behalf of the 
bituminous lime-rock quarried on his 
property, which was very highly recom-. 
mended by the City Engineer of San 
Bernardino, who accompanied him. 

Councilman Nickell said hedid not 
see how the Council could go to work 
and reject bids over and over again be- 
cause there was only one put in. It 
looked like boys’ play on the part of the 
Council to him. 

Councilman Rhodes said that he would 
like to have some expression of opinion 
frem the property-owners before act- 
ing. He had heard on the outside that 
the ordinance was defective in several 
points. 

City Engineer Dockweiler announced 
that he would stake his official head 
on the correctness of the ordinance, 
and after talking the matter over 
for some time Col. J. J. Ayers addressed 
the Council on behalf of the property 
owners. Hesaid that he was deeply

An ordinance amending the bounda- 
ries of fire district No. 1, in accord- 
ance with the petition of H. W. Hell- 
man and others, was presented, and the 
Same was adopted. 

Councilman Innes moved that a fire | 
hydrant be placed either at the corner 
of Court and Flower or Temple and 
Flower streets. Carried. 

Councilman Nickell moved that the 
City Engineer furnish tothe City At- 
torney all information as to the rights 
of the city to North Griffin avenue as a 
street. Carried. 

Councilman Summefland moved that 
the City Engineer visit Chino and pre- 
sent a report to the Council on the 
quality of the Chino bituminous lime- 
rock. Lost, it being stated that the 
City Engineer had just visited that 
place, and there was no necessity for 
the trip, as his services are required for 
the outfall sewer survey. 

Councilman Summerland moved that 
the bridge or viaduct connecting San 
Fernando and Buena Vista street be 
named Hamilton street.
